Facts About The Bonus 


By .Veterans of Foreign Wars 
In an effort to clear up under­ 
standing on the part of the general 
public and veterans themselves in 
reference to adjusted compensation 
certificates, as revealed during re­ 
cent discussions of the so-called 
“soldier bonus” in Congress, the 
following analysis has 
been pre­ 
pared by National headquarters of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the U. S. A. 
Origin: The adjusted compensa­ 
tion act w’as created as a means of 
adjusting the pay of the veterans 
with the average wage that was 
paid by the government to civilians 
during the war. The act was passed 
on May 17, 1924, over the veto of 
President Coolidge. 
Certificates: Fundamentally, the 
adjusted comipensation certificates 
are twenty-year endowment poli­ 
cies and the earliest maturity date 
of those first issued falls on Jan. 
I. 1945. 
Basis: These 
certificates Avere 
computed on the basis of $L00 a 
day for home service and $1.25 a 
day for overseas service 
with a 
maximum of $500.00 for domestic 
service 
and 
the 
maximum 
ol 
$625.00 for overseas service. 
To Whom Issued: The veteran 
entitled to receive one of these cer­ 
tificates must have been in service 
atter April 5, 1917, or before No­ 
vember 12, 1918. 
They were is­ 
sued to all veterans but not to of­ 
ficers above the grade of Captain 
in the Army, lieutenant iii the Navy 
and First Lieutenant in the Coast 
Guard. 
Beneficiaries: The veteran has 
the privilege of naming anyone the 
beneficiary of the policy. 
If th< 
veteran dies before making appli 
cation, application may oe made 
by his dependents, either the wid­ 
ow. the children or the father or 
mother, if they held the status of 
dependents. 
Amounts: The face value of these 
certificates varies w'ith the period 
of service and the age of the vet­ 
eran certificates 
range in value 
from $125.00 to $1,680. 
$50.00 
Provision: 
lf adjusted 
serv ice credit amounted to less than 
$50.00, the amount 
w’as paid in 
cash and no certificate was issued. 
Time Limit: The original time 
limit for making 
application 
of 
these certificates expired January 
I, 1928. This expiration date was 
extended by an act passed in June 
1030, to January 2, 1935. 
How paid: Full 
value of each 
certificate is paid in cash upon the 
death of the veteran to his bene­ 
ficiary. 
If the veteran dies before 
making application and the appli­ 
cation is made by a relative, the 
certificate is paid in four quarterly 
installments. 
Number Issued: On February 19, 
3.451.374 certificates had been is­ 
sued by the government with a face 
value of $3,493,460,287. 
Date of Maturity: Twenty years 
from date of issue 
or 
1945 for 
those issued in 1925. 
Loans: Each certificate bears a 
loan value two years after date of 
issuance. 
After the act passed on 
February 27, the veteran in posses­ 
sion of a certificate bearing a loan 
value was entitled to apply for 50 
per cent of the face value of his 
certificate in the form of a loan. 
Interest: Interest on these loans 
was originally chait?ed at the rate 
ot 2 lier cent above the district rate 
of the federal reserve districts in 
which the veteran resides. 
Under 
the act passed on February 27, a 
flat rate of 4*2 per cent interest 
charge w as created. 
Death Claims: To 
the benefic­ 
iaries of 89,193 veterans who have 
died since the Armistice, the gov­ 
ernment has paid the face value of 
adjusted service compensation cer­ 


tificates to the amount of $90,289,- 
o36. From April I, 1927 to Janu­ 
ary I, 1931, the government made 
a total of 2,357,697 leans amount­ 
ing to $215,435,144. 
These loans 
w'ere made to 1,300,000 individual 
veterans. 
Redeemed: 
With 
$215,435,144 
loaned by the government by Janu­ 
ary I 
1931, 
only 
$8,848,815 in 
loans have been repaid. 
Cash Payment: Immediate cash 
payment in sums of $50.00 and less, 
was made to 
124,057 veterans 
amounting to $4,300,000. 
9 ?artf r.ly Payments,: A total of 
J8,o40 claims for adjusted compen­ 
sation have been filed by depend­ 
ents of veterans. 
i 
to Apply: Approximate­ 
ly Bul OOO veterans have never ap­ 
plied for the certificates to which 
they are entitled.

m ately eighteen m iles, next year. 
Rondey H. Brandon, director of 
the departm ent of public w elfa r e, 
declared that as soon as the widen­ 
ing operations are com pleted on 
state routes 5, 6 and is , his de­ 
partment would proceed to plant 
trees and shrubs along: those ra­ 
dials. 
Seedlings

tionable vegetation; trimmed trees 
ami removed dead trunks; cleaned 
up 
trash, and smoothed

slopes. 
The state 
highway departm ent, 
according to the motor club, is add­ 
ing to highway beautification by 
producing a more graceful design 
o f culverts and bridges. 
Road Beauty Economic Asset 
“ While we must give m ost of our 
attention to the materia! phase.- of 
road building, 
such as widening 
and grade 
separations, we must I 
not lose sight of the benefits to be 
derived in a few years from a mod­ 
est program of roadside plant rig 
now,” declared Charles M. Hayes,} 
president of the motor club. “A 


increased public building appropri­ 
ations, increased rivers and har­ 
bors appropriations and power for 
air mail expansion 
the necessary 
legislation was enacted. 
Likewise 
hi:, recommendation 
for 
income 
tax reduction in 1620 was carried 
out and additional lands were ap­ 
propriated foi the Merchant Mar­ 
ine. 
Approval was given for the vari­
